After more than 20 years in 
the great forests of California 
—Shasta, Cleveland, and the 
700,000 acre Angeles—Tom 
Henderson has retired from 
active duty with the U. S. For¬ 
est Service. 

Thursday was the last day 
he patrolled the fire roads 
along the mountains in the 


telltale thread of smoke—al¬ 
ways in touch with the Forest 
dispatcher—always on guard 
against the threat under which 
foothill towns live. 

Before that Mr. Henderson 
was Fire Control Assistant for 
the Santa Anita District and 
many times has been "fire 
boss,” all-important organizer 
against dangerous fires in our 
National Forests. 

"Uncle Tom knows every 
rock and every gulley on this 
forest area by its first name,” 
said Leslie McCloud, the Fire 
Prevention Officer who replaces 
Henderson. "And whatever you 
say about me, keep it short be¬ 
cause he’s the one the story’s 
about.” 

Mr. McCloud has seven years’ 
experience as patrolman, fire 
crew foreman and prevention 
officer in the Arroyo district 
which encompasses our local 
district. He has assumed lull 
duties here which include pub¬ 
lic education on lire preven¬ 
tion along with the task ol 
constant patrol. 

With Mrs. McCloud, Judith 
Ann, 7, and Richard Alan, 3, 
he lives at the Santa Anita 
Ranger’s Station on Double 
Drive. 

Neither Tom nor Mrs. Hen¬ 
derson could be reached at 
their East Sierra Madre Blvd. 
home—it is suspected that they 
have taken retirement serious¬ 
ly and gone vacationing.

Down in the U. S. Forest during t 
Service Dispatcher’s office on ust a n 
Double Drive, the little weather over the 
clocks that point out fire dan¬ 
ger in the Angeles Forest are 
turned right now to "Very 
High.” 

Those signals spell possible 
tragedy for any of us foothill 
cities spread along the fringe 
of the Forest. The Angeles 
district is acknowledged one 
of the most difficult to patrol 
because of its proximity to a 
huge metropolitan area—made 
up of careless c it i z e n s who 
think little of tossing a lighted 
cigarette butt from a car win¬ 
dow. 

Out of anything but idle 
curoslty, a survey was made 
about a year ago along Double 
Drive, as it leads up into the 
Big Santa Anita. Fourteen 
burned circles counted along 
the road’s edge—results ol toss¬ 
ed cigarettes. 

Dick Johnson, assistant dis¬ 
patcher at the Arcadia head¬ 
quarters under whose guar¬ 
dianship we lie, said yester¬ 
day that recent fluctuating 
weather had caused many per¬ 
sons to relax their vigilance 
about burning. The morning 
logs and even the faint rain 
sprinkles lend a false impres¬ 
sion that the fire season is 
over. 

But, he reminds us, as soon 
as the fog clears off we run 
into Santa Ana conditions— 
dry northeast winds that sear 
and dry the mountain chapar¬ 
ral into tinder. 

His advice: Be extremely 
careful until the fire season is 
officially declared over—and 
Its a long season this year.

A solution to Sierra Madre’s

The burning was to have start¬ 
ed last week—on the strength 
of a Superior Court order which 
threw out county proceedings 
against Whittier, Monrovia and 
Pomona. 

But a conference of high 
county officials resulted in a 
decision to press once again 
court action against these cities 
—on the basis of new evidence. 

Because of this. City Attorney 
Thomas A. Reynolds advised 
the City Council last week not 
to burn on the city grounds. 

Councilman Henry Nuetzel 
announced that specific reasons 
were being withheld from the 
public because “to state them 
might be more injurious than 
beneficial.”

She 
spoke of the necessity of pro¬ 
viding materials with which 
children can be creative. 'These 
materials are the tools and the 
text books of the pre-school 
child, she said. Several fathers 
signed up for carpentry and 
metal work, and several moth¬ 
ers for sewing and typing.

cigarette thrown in the right place at the right time could set us 
back twenty to forty years. It could de-valuate our property to a 
point of chaos. 

Never have our mountains reached such a tinder state—streams 
and springs that have flowed for years are dry. Evergreens now 
resemble the parched dongas of the dark continent. We are sit¬ 
ting on a powder keg, let's take heed. This article is not to win 
over the morons who set our palms afire. 

Let's not quiver and shake and go into hiding. Let s do some¬ 
thing about it. Let GEORGE DO IT? No—ask George what he s 
doing about it. 

Follow George down the high-way and see if he tosses a fire¬ 
brand out the window. Watch it roll dangerously near dry grass 
that might even destroy his own home. 

"Why protect that mountain of brush and weeds?" I'm glad you 
ask that question. 

Our water-shed is our very life-line. The leaves, twigs, and 
branches intercept the rain-drops and diminish their force. The 
roots and fallen leaves and sticks hold back the water and dmde 
the current. Besides this, these impediments protect the soil so rtat 
it does not cut, thus water does not get into the well defined chan¬ 
nels where it can concentrate its forces. The humus or soil of the 
forest has remarkable powers of absorbing moisture. 

It is like a sponge, in this respect, a quality of the greatest im¬ 
portance to perennial springs. Thus the destruction of the brush 
could cause another change. The rains that were formerly absorbed 
on these lands are no longer taken in. Torrents have been or win 
be born. These are now raging, mad streams, uncontrolled^ and 
equally devastating. High-ways, homes, orchards, vineyards, fields, 
water supply, formerly safe, have been damaged, partially destroy¬ 
ed, or altogether washed away. If you question this ask your Uni¬ 
ted States Forest Ranger to tell you the story about Montrose, Calif. 

The necessity of the hour, is whole-hearted co-operation with local 
firemen, and your vanguard of the forests, the Forest Service. 

Will your back-yard destroy our city? 

Will your cigarette send tons of debris into our city this winter? 
. Yes, it could happen—think it over. 

One solitary fire at the base of the Little Santa Anita could wipe 
out the Sierra Madre Canyon in four hours. 

This article was not written to frighten or panic you but to 
awaken an already alert citizenry. 

Let's not let it happen.
